Doctor M arshall opened his a d ­ 
dress w ith rn disclosure of the possi­ 
bility of congressional action lim it­ 
ing scientific research an d discus­ 
sion 
on 
atom ic 
energy 
creating 
"scientific refugees" from th is n a ­ 
tion w ith th e result th a t scientific 
investigators will 
have 
to 
go 
to 
oilier countries to work He attack ed 
th e M ay-Johnson bill, pushed by tile 
H ouse and now in process of S en ate 
hearings, as proposing flag ran t vio­ 
lations of A m erican principles. "It 
would m ake a G estapo out of th e 
FBI 
and would put scientists and 
th eir work under governm ent con- 1

He described th e probable an d es­ 
sen tial features of the atom ic bom bs 
used against th e Ja p s and said th a t 
only about one percent of th e m a ­ 
terial in tile bom b “w ent off."

"It may Interest you to know that 
your car’s engine operates under 
three levels *of voltage

are cranking the engine, with the 
starter motor in action, voltage for 
ignition purposes may fall down to 
4 volts or thereabouts. Then when 
the engine starts, and before the 
charging rate is high enough to 
bring the generator into action the 
voltage for the ignition rises to th** 
normal six.

Thawing out a radiator can be 
done in various ways’ but about the 
most risky is trying to keep the 
engine running.
